This morning, however, another 
official laid the blame on an old 
bugaboo in the township—seepage 
from nearby cesspools. 
Frank Puzycki, chairman of the 
township's sewer and water au­ 
thority, claimed that a laboratory 
in Bristol cited surrounding cess­ 
pools as the source of bacteria 
found in the well. 
Samples of water taken by the 
company, 
Puxycki 
said, 
were 
found to be high in bacterial con­ 
tent. He said that disease bacteria 
could start an outbreak of hepa-

Tullytown Borough’s S c h o o l 
Board last night became the first 
in Lower Bucks to take concrete 
steps to warn school children of 
an impending nuclear disaster. 
Board members authorized the 
purchase of a special Civil De­ 
fense warning device called a 
tone 
control monitor. 
It costs 
$151.50. The monitor will be in­ 
stalled at the Walt Disney School, 
Levittown. 
Similar to a radio, the device, 
connected to Civil 
Defense ra­ 
dios and other alerting networks, 
broadcasts 
a 
blow-by-blow 
de­ 
scription of any action that might 
affect the nation's security. It tells 
when enemy planes or missiles 
are approaching the coastline, 
what efforts are being made to 
repulse the attack, the success of 
the defensive measures, when a 
bomb might be expected and if a 
bomb should be dropped, where 
the blast took place ami its ef­ 
fect. 
Maynard Pennington, D i s n e y 
School supervising principal, sug­ 
gested purchase of the device dur­ 
ing his monthly report to the 
board. 
Attended Meetings 
Pennington told the school di 
rectors he took part in several 
meetings with Tullytown Borough 
CD Director, Police Chief J o h n 
B. Walterick, Bristol Township 
CD Director Clarence Bilder and 
Delhaas Joint School District of­ 
ficials. 
They discussed the CD problem 
in 
the township 
and 
borough 
schools. In a report to the join­ 
ture school directors (Tullytown 
takes part in the jointure at the 
high school level), as yet not re­ 
leased 
for 
publication, 
Bigler 
strongly 
recommended 
installa­ 
tion of the monitor as a first step 
In providing school children protec 
lion against nuclear attack. 
Pennington said the report could 
not be released until it was sub­ 
mitted to the Delhaas Jointure. 
Discusses Survey 
Part of the report discussed a 
recent survey of CD facilities and 
fallout 
protection 
afforded 
by 
township schools. The report said 
schools would be exposed to be­ 
tween 58 ami 98 per cent (rf the 
radiation caused by a nuclear 
attack, because of the many win­ 
dows in the schools. 
School Board secretary Anthony 
Ciccantelli said 
he 
hoped 
the 
board’s action would serve as an 
incentive to other schools to join 
the program and monitor net 
work. He told the board the cor 
rent status of Civil Defense as it 
pertains to schools, “preys on my 
conscience " 
"We’ve got to do something. I’m 
not (me to spend money as you 
know, but we should have this," 
he declared. 
The school directors unanimous­ 
ly approved the monitor’s pur­ 
chase and instructed Pennington 
to continue investigating tte type 
of device 
required. 
Pennington 
said he would consult with Civil 
Defense officials and be sure tte 
correct device was being install­ 
ed. 


Farley said the Penndel com­ 
pany will hold 
a 
special 
fund 
drive for money to construct the 
fire house. The exact site has not 
been established, but will be built 
on township land near Trenton 
and W’oodbourne Roads, he said. 
The station will provide addi­ 
tional protection for the Levit­ 
town sections, which contain about 
16.000 of the township’s total of 
27.000 residents. 
To Give Equipment 
The fire company has already 
agreed to give equipment and a 
crew to take responsibility 
for 
manning the station, Farley said, 
although a full-strength crew will 
have to be recruited from among 
area residents. 
Farley said the plan for a fire 
station in the township was spear­ 
headed four years ago by the 
township 
Democratic 
Associa­ 
tion. 
It is understood that the fire­ 
men of 
the 
Penndel 
company 
would continue to operate out of 
its Lincoln Ave. headquarters af­ 
ter the second fire house is built. 
Squad Headquarters 
Farley said the fire house site 
would include ground for a head­ 
quarters of the 
Penndel-Middle- 
town Emergency Squad. 
The squad was being negotiat­ 
ing with tte township for a new 
site, Farley reported. 
"Combining tte facilities w i l l 
reduce tte cost for both organiza­ 
tions,” Farley said. 
Patrick Shields, 
chairman 
of 
the township board of supervi­ 
sors, said he was “very pleased” 
that the fire company is willing 
to cooperate in the project. 
Shields said the township plan­ 
ned to take no action on the me­ 
chanics of the new fire house’s 
establishment without first asking 
for the recommendations of the 
entire Skyline Fire District. 
The district includes four com 
panics besides the Penndel com­ 
pany. Shields also said the new 
fire house would not change pres­ 
ent districting for fire protection 
among the otter companies. 
Details Not Resolved 
Details of the agreement to pro­ 
vide equipment and men have yet 
to b® resolved, Shields said. 
A three-year fire protection con 
tract was signed between the town­ 
ship and six fire companies in­ 
cluding tte Penndel organization 
last night at a supervisors' meet­ 
ing, The contracts agreed to 
total $13,000 to be paid by tte 
township. 
Signing were the William Penn 
Company, Hulmeville for $3,666; 
tte Penndel Company for $3,292; 
the Parkland Company tor $2, 
792; the Langhorne - Middletown 
Company for $2,144; 
Levittown 
No. 2 Company for $804, and tte 
Newtown Company for $300. 
Charles 
Melchoir,
